ABOUT FACT 


In March 1986, a handful of people gathered together in response to the AIDS crisis. They planned 
the first Summer Games , held at Rainbow Mountain Resort. That event was only the beginning. 
FACT is now the only organization in the Greater Lehigh Valley which is soley committed to raising 
funds for a wide variety of services, both direct and educational, for people infected with, or affected 
by the AIDS virus. 

In the past three years FACT has given over $50,000 to agencies working to bring this human 
tragedy to an end. The Summer Games are the biggest fund raising event, bringing in over $30,000 
themselves. 

Those funds, have helped organizations provide a wide variety of AIDS-related services such as 
providing daily living expenses like rent, utilities, insurance and medication for Persons With AIDS 
(PWAs). In addition, funds have gone to support a hotline service, a buddy program, referral services, 
food banks, and education programs for children and for I.V. Drug users. 

But, the demand grows, and each year FACT receives more requests for support than it can fund. 
Last year, FACT was only able to support one half of the requests it received. Learn more about FACT 
by writing:
